ciple. He is a man well calculated to reach 
and stir tho popular heart, where reform, to be 
effective, must commence, and bin influence 
upon our gocu-ty cannot have other than a 
beneficial "effect, and though we, in common 
with many others, may be called upon to differ 
with him in regard to his spiritual theories, we 
cannot fait to accordjhim ability, power and 
eloqtionce, and to acknowledge him a* au in- 
valuable co-worker in the great cause of prog- 
re«« and reform. 
We know there are good 


people who will denounce Mr. Finney us a 
heretic, as an unbeliever, and imagine him fit. 
only to occupy, eternally, a cell in Pluto's do- 
minions. We know, too, that bis views are in 
direct conflict with lectarian theology, and a 
bigoted Christianity. 
But the day has passed, 


or, at least, ie fast diinppearing, when strait- 
laced deacon* rule public opinion, uud a free 
sentiment, and a religious tolerance, ia widen- 
ing aad deepening iu the minds of the people, 
as the car ot progress lolla onward, under the 
propelling influence of inevitable destiny. It 
is this progressive spirit that will sustflin and 
encourage Mr. Finney. 
He is a man for the 


times, und we want such men. Wo want plain 
words, now-a-duys. and free thoughts. 
We 


want all that is wrong in the church, as well as 
the State, exposed, and those brave sotils.niunng 
whom we elasg Mr. Finney, who dare lift their 
voices for the, reform, should meet the tippro- 
bation of all who are actuated by n true regard 
for the beet interests, political and religiour.of 
our country, and the world. 
We extend Mr. 


Finney our right hand of approval in his cru- 
tade against tyranny and wrong, and bid him 
God speed in the|good work in which he is eu- 
gaged. 


Our limited space will not permit us to give 


but a brief and meagre outline of Mr Finney *s 
lecture, although we question whether it would 
be possible to convey, by any report, an idea of 
its merits and excellence. The speaker opened 
his discourse by briefly reviewing the past his 
tory of N,ttion8,in which ho held, could be ..een 
the inevitable march of progress, and when 
Martin Luther proclaimed the right of private 
juJgement.a new and a mighty principle was 
born, which would yet grow into a ripe and 
glorious manhood. In speaking of the Catholic 
and Protestant Church, Mr. Finuey laid that 
the only real difference, waa that the former 
did not allow you to think, and the latter allow- 
ed you to think, if your thoughts did not conflict 
with a narrow creed. The Catholic church 
is a stupenduous wrong — a gigantic iniquity. — 
It is the mother of ignorance, superstitiou.big- 
uty and intolerance. The Protestant church 
was a step in advance, but it would fait to ac» 
coinpliith any great purpose, because it is not 
firmly established upou a true principle. It 
is confined iu its views, concentrated in its prin- 
ciples, and bigoted in its Christianity. And the 
speaker held that there must be another and a 
truer religion 
The demand fur BUCQ existed, 


nnd he thought it was answered, the want was 
supplied by " Harmonial Philosophy ,"of which 
be is an advocate. 
In reviewing the political 


aspect of affairs, tne lecturer said that the 
straggle in our country, at the present titno.wun 
similar, iu many respects to that of the XVIth 
century. The issue of the coining struggle 
i* between Freedom and Slavery, between 
Liberty and DerpotUm.and Mr. Finney thought : 
it our duty to work earnestly and zealously for 
the cause of humanity, for political uud religi- 
ous liberty. 


The discourse abounded with new thoughts 


and pleasing imagery, while the argumentative 
part proved Mr. Finney a man of thought and 
study. One simile that he u«ed was of exceeding 
beauty and force, aad the audience were unable 
to restrain their excessive euiotion,to)which they 
gave vent, as we have stated, by hearty and stir- 
ring appliuiae. We have no doubt that many of 
onr worthy church - members would have 
thought this highly irreverant and denunciatory 
in the extreme. To us it appeared gratifying, 
for we law it procedud from a uoble impulse, 
and aninnate love for the true and the beautiful. 
It emamated from no irnHigiou* feeling, no 
irreverence.but wai a telling homage of willing 
hearta to a noble thought and a true principle. 
Ou the whole, the lecture, last evening, wag an 
elevating and latptrlageae. It V effect was 
decided and beneficial, and cannot fail to be 
productive of good. And we would advtte oiir 
reader* not to let another week put without 
having beard Mr. Finney,
